There  were  fewer  births  during  the  year  than  in  1967.  The  adjusted  birth 
rate  gives  a figure  a little  lower  than  that  for  England  and  Wales,  but  the 
average  figure  for  the  previous  five  years  is  satisfactory. 


The  deaths  in  the  district  numbered  85,  compared  with  62  in  1967. 
However,  49  of  t^e  deaths  occurred  in  persons  aged  75  years  and  over.  Two 
infants  died  under  the  age  of  fo\ir  weeks.

The  Sewage  Disposal  Works  are  sited  at  Abbey  Lane  and  consist  of 
the  following  - Detritus  and  Sedimentation  tanks,  rotary  percolating 
filters,  humus  tanks,  storm  water  overflows  and  sludge  beds.  The  treated 
effluent  discharges  into  the  "Running  Waters"  Brook,  which  enters  the 

River  Flitt. 


The  majority  of  the  effluent  samples  taken  by  the  River  Board's 
Officers  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  and  consideration  is  being 
given  to  the  provision  of  Upward  Flow  Clarifiers  in  the  humus  tanks. 

Also  during  the  year  some  of  the  foul  water  sewers  were  surcharged 
with  storm  water  and  sane  flooding  took  place  particularly  in  the  Warren 
Farm  Estate  area,  but  no  sewage  was  reported  within  the  dwelling  houses 
themselves.  Arising  out  of  this,  certajn  sections  of  the  sewerage  system 
were  cleansed  by  high  pressure  jetting  which  removed  a considerable; 
amount  of  detritus  and  other  obstructions. 

( c ) Rivers _and  Streams 

During  the  year  serious  pollution  of  the  Running  Waters  Brook  was 
noted  and  it  was  traced  and  found  to  be  a discharge  from  Doolittle  Mill 
Farm,  where  poultry  processing  is  carried  out.  Steps  are  being  taken  to 
prevent  this  pollution,  either  by  its  discontinuance  or  treatment  of  the 
waste  products  to  ensure  that  a satisfactory  effluent  results.

Collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  continues  satisfactorily,  but 
again  it  has  not  been  possible  to  maintain  a regular  weekly  collection  due 
to  sickness  amongst  staff  and  the  inability  to  attract  and  maintain  a 
suitable  labour  force. 


The  Council  do  not  operate  a cesspool  cleansing  service,  occupiers 
of  premises  drained  to  cesspools  and  septic  tanks  make  their  own  private 
arrangements  for  emptying.

( j ) Poultry  Processing  Establishments 

Within  the  district  there  exists  one  establishment  where  poultry 
processing  is  carried  out.  The  number  of  birds  processed  during  the  year 
is  about  7; 000  and  these  are  main] y hens,  broilers,  capons  and  during  the 
Christmas  period  a small  number  of  turkeys.  No  regular  routine  inspection 
is  carried  out  but  spot  inspections  and  checks  are  made. 

No  accurate  records  are  kept  on  the  number  of  birds  rejected  unfit 
for  human  consumption  and  similarly  no  accurate  records  are  kept  in  respect 
of  poultry  which  is  condemned,  unless  specifically  referred  to  the 
Department  for  a condemnation  certificate. 

9.  PRE\^AISNC^^J]Qri^ROL  OF  P;TIT0TICU3  JDISli'^SE 

Cases  of  measles  during  the  year  were  fewer  than  in  1967.  It  has  been 
noted  that  measles  tends  to  be  more  prevalent  in  alternate  years.  It  is 
hoped  that  in  future  there  will  be  a considerable  reduction  in  the  number 
of  cases  of  measles  notified  as  immunisation  against  this  disease  is  now 
being  carried  out  and  there  has  been  quite  a good  response  by  parents  to 
have  their  children  protected. 

In  the  period  since  the  end  of  the  war  there  has  been  a considerable 
reduction  in  the  number  of  esses  of  tuberculosis  notified,  but  this  disease 
still  occurs  and  attempts  must  be  continued  to  combat  it.  School  children 
can  be  protected  by  means  of  B.C.G-. vaccination.  A simple  skin  test 
determines  whether  the  body's  resistance  to  the  disease  has  been  stimulated 
by  contact  with  the  disease.  Positive  reactors  to  this  test  are  referred 
to  the  Chest  Clinic  but  when  a negative  result  is  obtained  vaccination  is 
given.  The  response  to  this  immunisation  is  very  good.  Mass  radio- 
graphy is  a useful  means  of  detecting  cases  of  tuberculosis  and  a Mobile 
Unit  visits  the  Sands,  Woburn  Street,  Ampthill,  once  each  week  on  Thursdays, 
from  12.00  to  12.15  p.m.  All  those  whose  employment  brings  them  into 
contact  with  children  should  have  regular  chest  x-rays. 

Protection  against  influenza  is  also  available  to  certain  essential 
personnel,  such  as  nursing  staff  and  the  staff  of  the  Ambulance  and  Fire 
Services.  This  is  usually  given  in  the  autumn  before  the  disease  reaches 
its  peak  incidence. 

Ambulance  staff  are  also  protected  against  smallpox  at  regular 
intervals .
